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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "pulley like portion 
32" disclosed on Page 3, line 24. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing 
sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "clutch" disclosed in claim 12 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape 
used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, 
such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

3. In the Abstract on line 2, delete "comprising" and insert —having— since legal 
phraseology is not allowed in the Abstract. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Page 3, line 25, delete "driven pulley 32" ands insert -driven pulley 33-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 2 and 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 2, line 2, the phrase "at one of ends thereof is unclear. 

Claim 3, lines 1 and 2, it appears that the low friction surface is part of the support frame ad 
not part of the belt as claimed. It would seem more correct to state that the belt rotates around 
the low- friction surface. 

Claim 8, line 3, delete "sliding" and insert either —movement— or rotation-- to better clarify the 
motion of the belt. 

Claims 9-13 are also objected to for being dependent on an objected claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the motion" and "the user" in lines 5 and 6 respectively. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. The claim can be easily 
corrected by deleting "the motion" and inserting —the winding motion—, and deleting "the user" 
and inserting —a user—. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "the flow of oil" and "the discharge". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claims 2-13 are also rejected for being dependent on a rejected base claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Piaget et al. 
(5,626,539). 

7. As to claim 1, Piaget discloses a treadmill comprising a support frame (30), a belt that 
winds around a matin roller (32) and a free roller (32) and actuation means (84, 90) for varying 
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the inclination of the support frame wherein the actuation means are driven by the user (see 
Fig. 4). 

8. As to claim 2, Piaget discloses a treadmill as described above. Piaget further discloses the 
invention as substantially claimed. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Huish *270, Trulaske '504 and Gruenangerl '587 each disclose motorized treadmills wherein 
the incline of the treadmills is affected by a parameter provided by the user. 
Haber et al. '455 disclose a user-propelled treadmill. 

Hagen '221 discloses a treadmill having low friction rollers on staggered rollers.
